LIMERICK, 
IMERICK, Lat. Limericum, a 
ſtrong City in the Province of Mun- 
er in Ireland, ſituate near the Confines 
of Connaught, upon the River Shannon, 
45 Miles Weſt from Killenny, 35 South 
from Galway, and from the Main O- 
cean about 60 ; but ſo accommodated by 
the River, that Ships of Burthen come 
up to the Walls. Tis almoſt quite ſur- 
rounded with Water, and is,. without Dif- 
pute, the ſtrongeſt Town in Ireland. 
Tis the Capital of a County of the ſame - 
Name, and a Biſhop's See, under the 
22 of Caſſel, The Trip call it 
Loumenagh. It was taken from them 
by Raimond le Groſſe, an» Engliſh-Man ; 

aber which, one Donewald, an Jr: 
Royoler of Thomond, burnt it. King 
John built the Caſtle; the Engliſh in at- 
ter Times, built an additional Ton, en- 
vironed it with Walls, and ſecured it by 

Draw- bridges, and whatever elſe might 
contribute to its Strength: So that when

Ireton came before it, in 1651, for the 
Parliamentarians; Hugh O Neal, a good 
Commander, conſtituted Governor of it 
by the Lord Lieutenant, made a vigo- 
rous= Defence; but after three Months 
Siege, the Garriſon, weakened by the 
Plague, and ſtraitened for Proviſions, de- 
liver'd it upon Articles. After the Deteat 
at the Boyne, King James his Forces ral- 
lied here, and made ſo good a Defence 
under Bozſleau the French Governor, and 
ſo much Rain fell, chat King William, 
who began its Siege in Perſon, Auguſt 10, 
1690. decamped the 30th following; but 
the next Year, it being beſieged by Gene- 
ral Gintle, after the Battle of Agbrim and 
Surrender of Gakway, the Garriſon capi- 
tulated, and had advantageous Condi- 
tions allowed it on ſurrender of the 
Place, which put an End to the then 
Troubles in Ireland, The County of 
Limerick is bounded on the North, by 
the River Shannon and Mysker, which 
parts it from Clare and Ormond; on 
the Eaſt it has the County of Tipperary, 
on the South that of Cork, and on the 
Welt the County of Kerry. A Fertile 
Country, faith Camden, and well inhabi- 
ted. The weſtera Side is Mountainous,

I, HAT all Perſons without any 
Exceptions, of what Quality or 
Condition ſoever, that are wil- 
ling to leave the Kingdom of Ireland, ſhall 
have free Liberty to go to any Country be- 
yond the Seas ( England and Scotland ex- 
cepted) where they think fit, with their 
Families, Houſhold- ſtuff, Plate and Jewels.

Kinds, that are in any Garriſon, Place or 
Poſt, now in the Hands of the 1ri, or 
encamped in the Counties of , Cork, 
Clare, and Kerry, as alſo thoſe called 
Rapparees, or Voluntiers, that are wil- 
ling to go beyond Seas, as aforeſaid, ſhall 
have free Leave to imbark themſelves 
where-ever the Ships are, that are ap- 
pointed to tranſport them ; and to come 
in whole Bodies, as they are now com- 
pos'd, or in Parties, Companies, or o- 
therwiſe, without having any Impedi- 
ment, directly or indirectly. :

fuch Declaration is made, the Troops 
that will go into France, muſt remain 
under the Command and Diſcipline of

be given up, and puniſh'd accordingly.

or in the Army, or that do Trade. or 
Commerce, or are otherways employed

X. ANb to ſecure the Return of the 
aid Ships (the Danger of the Seas excep- 
ted) and Payment for the faid Proviſions, 
ſufficient Hoſtages ſhall be given.
